CHICAGO'S FATMANDEAD 


James H. Mahler, Descendant of 


Noble German Family, 


Weighed 480 Pounds. 


CHICAGO, March 23— James H. Mah- 


ler, the largest man in Chicago, if not 
in the United States, is dead. He weigh- 
ed 480 pounds, although his height wn? 
only 5 feet 10 inches. Mr. Mahler was 
the" president of a medical concern and 
descendant of a noble German family. 
Ho was so broad th.it he could nrft use

ities in both the dam and her offspring. 


ID tho university herd the average 


dally production of milk from twenty- 
four cows was increased by 4.u per 
cent by means oC the manipulation 
methcl and the production of fat was 
increased by 9.2 per cent (range o.O- 
30° per cent for individual cows) as 
the result of a milking exptriment con- 
tinued for four weeks, the average 
gain in milk being one pound and In 
fat .09 pound per head per day. 


A similar average increase in produc- 


tion was obtained for twelve dairy 
herds tested-vlz, a gain of 1.08 pounds 
In the daily production of milk per cow 
and one pound of fat. The results ob- 
tained in this investigation, extending 
over a period of four months, with 
cows In all stages of lactation, Indicate 
that this gain Is maintained through 
the whole period of lactation. An In- 
crease In the daily production of butter 
fat per cow of one-tenth of a pound 
for the million cows in the state would 
mean an annual gain of 30,000,000 
pounds of butter fat if the cows give 
milk 300 days In the year. The value 
of this increase to the dairy industry 
of the state would be about $6,000,000 
on basis of a valuation of 20 cents a 
pound for butter fat, a figure consider- 
ably below average Elgin prices.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., March 23.— 


The American fall is practically dry an 
for the first time in fifty-five years peopl 
are able to walk about in the river beds. 
Thousands

A rather sensational incident occurred 


vhile Senator Tillman was discussing tho 
nclismoln. postofflce case. After stating 
he southern view of the affair he asked 
vhether the audience approved of Presi- 
,ent Roosevelt's action and there was 
pplause. 
Being uncertain whether the applause 


vas intended as an indorsement of the 
president's action the senator asked how 
t was meant. F. Loundsbury, a retired 
armcr sitting in the rear of the hall, 
:aid it was meant as an indorsement of 
.he president. 


WELL KXOWX IRE AROUSED. 
This aroused the fiery Carolinian, and 


le went after Mr. Lounsbnry in 
the

er it would not have been better for the

NEW LONDON, Conn., March 20.—In 


the fog which descended upon the waters 
of Long Island Sound last night the big 
Fall Eiver passenger steamer Plymouth, 
from New York for Fall Eiver with 500 
passengers and a crew of 200 men, was 
run down while passing 
through 
the 


Race by the freight steamer City of 
Taunton of the same line, bound from 
New York. A full hundred; feet of the 
starboard side of the vessel was smash- 
ed in as i£ it had been.paper, the state 
rooms of tha second cabin were entirely 
cut away while down in the hold mem- 
bers of the crew who were asleep in the 
steerage were drowned by the torrent 
of water that rushed through the great 
gap made by the bow of the freighter. 


Although greatly terrified the people 


aboard the stricken ship exercised re- 
markable self-control and there was no 
panic. 


The collision. occurred after the vessel 


had slowly made her way up the sound 
through 
the fog until she reached 
a 


point east of Gull Island. The City of 
Taunton drove up out of the fog and 
when she was sighted by the officers of 
the Plymouth was too close to avoid the" 
collision. There was a quick exchange 
of signals and then the crash. The bow 
of the City of Taunton penetrated ten 
feet into the hull of the Plymouth and 
as she backed away she raked the upper 
works of the passenger vessel tearing 
out 
the second cabin and ripping 
the

Give Wage Increase of Nearly 10 


Per Cent Recognition of Union 


is Not Touched Upon 


Settlement of all Disputes by Arbitration, Mini- 


mum or Sliding Scale, Non Discrimnatlon 


by Miners or Mine Owners Regarding 


Union or Non-Union Employes 


WASHI>~GTO:sr, March 21.—The re- j 


port of the commission appointed by the 
president hut October to investigate the 
anthracite coal strike was made public 
today. The report is dated March IS 
and is signed by all the members of the 
commission who are Judge George Gray 
of Delaware; Labor Commissioner Car- 
roll D. Wright and Brig. Gen. John M. 
Wilson, both of this city; Bishop John 
L. Spalding of Illinois; Thomas H. Wat- 
kina o? Pennsylvania; Edgar E. Clark of 
Iowa, and Edward W. Parker of this 
city. The report is to be illustrated and 
it will be accompanied by the testimony 
taken by the commission, but thxis far 
only the report proper has teen print- 
ed." This alone covers eighty-seven pages 
of printed matter. 


In brief the commission recommends a 


general increase of wages amounting in 
most instances to 10 per cent; some de- 
crease of time; the settlement of all dis- 
putes by arbitration; fixes a minimum 
wage and sliding scale; provides against 
discrimination ot persons by either the 
mine owners or the miners on account of 
membership of non-membership in a la- 
bor union and provides that the awards 
made shall continue in force until March 
31, 3900. The commission discussed to 
some extent the matter of recognition or 
non-recognition of the miners' union, but 
declined to make any award on this mat- 
ter.

Young 
Charles was educated in Albion Acade- 
my and in the University of Wisconsin, 
and in 1375 was admitted to'ti)e bar. 
He was quite successful..in his private- 
practice at Watisau, where he had set- 
tled after his graduation. He got his 
start in polities in 1876, .when' he was 
appointed district attorney. He took a 
livelv interest in public education and 
for ten years was the superintendent of 
the city schools. 


In 1S92 Justice Bardeen was elected 


to the circuit bench, and was re-elected 
for the term beginning in 1808, but in 
January of that year he was appointed 
a justice of the supreme court of the 
state, and was elected to that position 
in the following April. 


While Justice Bardeeu was a Republi- 


can in the broad principles of his politi- 
cal convictions, ho was nonpartisan in

special event. They yield milk almost 
as liberally as when in the fields. They 
' have no drying up season, as cows 
in this country have In early winter. 
Before dropping a calf each one will 
have a few weeks' respite from giving 
milk, and then she will enter again 
with renewed impulse on the chief ob- 
ject of her existence. 


What wonder that generations of 


such people should have produced a 
dairy cow that can be profitably kept 
even in winter and in so doing adding 
to her owner's wealth through every 
season of her existrr.ce! The cows are 
fed oh hay and oilcake. The oilcake 
ration is usually from one to four 
pounds a day.. To those that may be 
milking heavily or are reduced In 
strength from some other cause the ref- 
use slclmmilk is usually fed. 
. Cottonseed meal is slowly coming in- 
to use. Indian corn meal is sometimes 
fed in the scarcity of other food, but It 
is not generally regarded with favor. 
In the quality of hay lies, much of the 
secret of success in maintaining a lib- 
eral'flow of milk through the winter 
months. 
It appears much like our 


swale grass, very much bleached in 
curing, and it does not strike an ob- 
server from this country as being nu- 
tritive or palatable. 
Every blade is 


eaten, and the cows always seem de- 
sirous for mere. There is no waste for 
fccOdUig. 


The Wntcr Question.

That the hand separator Is gaining 


rapidly in public favor cannot be dis- 
puted. That the new system of dairy- 
ing being brought about by this 
means is an.improvement over the old- 
er system is a matter upon which 
there" is some disagreement. There ia 
something to be said on both sides, and 
to an impartial observer the argument 
in favor of the system seems to be best 
from the fact that it is rapidly being 
extended in almost every dairy district 
in the country. 


Against this systsra it is argued that 


farm conditions not being uniform the 
cream delivered to the creameries is of 
uneven quality and the manufacture 
of an even quMity of butter is made 
much more difficult.. The control of the 
cream not-being in.the hands of the 
butter maker, from the .time it is sep- 
arated until it is churned, it is claimed, 
adds to the '. labors' of the. butter 
maker and detracts from the quality of 
the product. ' 


On the other hand, it is argued that 


where the hand separator is used the 
producer of the milk has it for use 
while it is still sweet and'warm and 
more valuable than it ever will be at a 
later time. He is saved the hauling of 
the milk from his farm to the cream- 
ery'and back again, a saving that ia 
considerable in most cases. The hand 
separator reduces the number of trips 
to the creamery without reducing the 
revenues derived from the cows. Where 
only cream is delivered to the creamery 
there is no mixture of the milk from 
several farms, no hard feelings about 
the quantity of skirnmilk received^ no 
danger of carrying disease germs from 
one farm to another and a consider- 
able saving of travel during storms 
and bad weather. 


That these advantages are appre- 


ciated is proven by'the rapid extension 
of the new system. From present ap- 
pearances we are led to believe that 
the new system will become universal 
or nearly so within a short time.— 
Dairy and Creamery. 


In a recent bulletin Professor Woll of 


the University of Wisconsin reports j 
the results of a thorough investigation 
of methods of milking, which empha- 
size the 
importance of thoroughly 


"stripping" and manipulating the ud- 
der in order to get the best results from 
the cow, to maintain a maximum flow 
of milk throughout the lactation periorl 
and to permanently develop dairy qual- 
ities in both the dam and her offspring. 


In the university herd the average 


daily production of milk from twenty- 
four cows was increased by 4.5 per 
cent by means of the manipulation 
methcS, and the production of fat was 
increased by 9.2 per cent (range 3.0— 
30.2 
per cent for individual cows) as 


the result of a milking experiment con- 
tinued for four weeks, the average 
gain in milk, being one pound and in 
fat .00 pound per head per day. 


A similar average increase in produc- 


tion was obtained for twelve dairy 
herds tested—viz, a gain of 1.03 pounds 
in the daily production of milk per cow 
and one pound of fat. The results ob- 
tained in this investigation, extending 
over a period of four months, with 
cows In all stages of lactation, indicate 
that this gain is maintained through 
the whole period of lactation. An in- 
crease in the daily production of butter 
fat per cow of one-tenth of a pound 
for the million cows in the state would 
mean an annual gain of 30,000,000 
pounds of butter fat if the cows give 
milk 300 days in the year. The value 
of this increase to the dairy industry 
of the state would be about $6,000,000 
on busis of a valuation of 20 cents a 
pound for butter fat, a figure consider- 
ably below average Elgin prices.

When feeding dairy cows, one should 


remember that they are a great deal 
Jike men and women in the matter of 


I liking the various foodstuffs. One will 


like one thing and another another, 
just as one man likes sweets and an- 
other abhors them. 


Breeding by a set rule never produces 


the best results, says Dairy and Cream- 
ery. One cow will eat bran greedily 
and another minces over her mess 


. without exhibiting .any appreciation of 
it. Some cows will eat anything that is 
offered them; others are hard to suit 


One will eat greedily and another de- 


liberately. To get the best results the 
one who feeds the cows must learn 
their individual preferences and little 
tricks of eating and cater to them. A 
cow or other animal does better on that 
which is palatable to it. 
Give cows 


the things they like as often as possi- 
ble and always try to vary the feed 
enough to keep the appetite good. If a 
cow is a hearty eater, feed her well, 
for a hungry cow never does her best. 
If another member of the herd is dain- 
ty, treat her likes and dislikes with re- 
spect, and she will repay you by an in- 
creased flow of milk. , 


We were one time watching a dairy- 


man feed. his cows. He was feeding 
bran with a little, linseed oil meal in It. 
One cow smelled of her portion and re- 
fused to cat it. 


"I always have to starve that cow 


into eating oil meal." said the owner. 
"When I give a cow anything to cat, 
she's got to eat it before she gets any- 
thing else." 


We thought that was about the poor- 


est way to get profit out of a cow that 
we ever beard of. and time and experi- 
ence have not changed our mind. 


The goijd dairyman has an eye on the 


food box and manger and feeds to suit 
each cow to the best of his ability, for 
a satisfactory ration brings content, 
acd a contented cow does the best she 
possibly can in the way of milk produc- 
tion. Time spent in getting acquainted 
with the herd Is never wasted. 


Gntn For Dairy COTFS. 


I am asked if the oat feeds offered 


on the market are good feeds for dairy 
cows, says L. W. Lignty in Stockman 
and Farmer. There are many brands 
of oat feed now offered, and it is safe 
not to touch any unless they are sold 
under a guaranteed analysis. In some 
aualvssa it was found that the actual 
value was less than half the selling 
price as compared with other standard 
foods, while it' it could have been test- 
ed for its digestibility the probability 
is that its value would have decreased 
much more still. Some oat feeds are 
1:0 doubt good, but some are composed 
of oat hulls, sweepings and ground 
cornstalks or some other offal, digesti- 
bility not being considered at all. As a 
rule it is advisable for the farmer or 
dairyman to buy his feeds separately 
and do the mixing himself. 


Fee-dins tHc Calf. 


It is less trouble to wean the calf at 


the start acd feed it than to allow the 
calf to suck and wean it in the end. If 
the calf sucks, you cannot well regu- 
late the amount of milk it gets, as 
sometimes it will get more and some- 
times less, and by this irregular feed- 
ing the growth of the calf suffers. It 
is less trouble to commence feeding the 
calf from the start, giving it whole 
milk fo.r the first ten days, then grad- 
ual!/ giving skim-milk, increasing the 
quantity daily until all skimmilk la 
j 


given. A little linseed menl jelly will 
be helpful added to the skimmiik. Give 
all that it will drink, but none should 
be left ia the vessel.

but almost Invariably for the sport that 
the chase affords, and although if it be 
hungry it will generally devour its 
nrey, yet it never enjoys such food, 
md hence it is cruel to make it rely on 
t for its meal. 
Puss Is a good deal of an epicure, and 


/on should satisfy its peculiar tastes 
as far as possible, eays a writer in the 
Sew York Press. To treat a cat realiy 
well a regular diet should be followed. 
Two meals a day_ are quite sufficient, 
jut they must be substantial. 


When your cat is ill, you ought to 


doctor it 
Most cat owners seem to 


think the illnesses of animals are of a 
different nature altogether from /those 
of human beings and that while those 
o£ man require all kinds of drugs and 
medicines yet those o£ cats will cure 
themselves. Cats frequently contract 
sore throat, bronchitis, pneumonia, con- 
sumption, diphtheria aiid typhoid fever, 
and you don't have to be a veterinary 
surgeon to detect the symptoms of such 
diseases. 


A rough, untidy coat, accompanied 


by unusual restlessness, is a pretty 
sure indication that there's something 
wrong in the feline's physical arrange- 
ment, and precautionary 
measures 


should be immediately taken. A dose 
of castor oil is as effective in the case 
of cats as it is in that of human beings 
to ward off these complaints and is 
much easier administered. 


Cod liver oil is not only relished by 


nearly every kind of cat, but is, of 
conrse, nourishing and shonld be liber- 
ally given in the winter months, when 
natural warmth must be preserved. A 
little sulphur mixed with the food or 
spread upon the animal's paws is an 
effective preventive of summer com- 
plaints. 


To administer most medicine with a 


minimum amount of danger of receiv- 
ing scratchesithe feline should be roll- 
ed In a sheet,'.with its feet comfortably 
pressed to its'body, and.its mouth can 
then be forced and kept open while the 
medicine is administered. .

Dairying In North DnfcolB. 


Professor E. E. Kaufman of North 


Dakota, in discussing the creamery 
business of. his state, says that the rap- 
id increase in new factories the past 
year seems like sufficient assurance 
that the farmers of North Dakota will 
engage extensively in dairying. There 
are two prominent reasons why more 
advancement in the wheat growing 
section has not been, made—first, a 
large percentage of farmers are loath 
to give up the idea of growing wheat 
where they are reasonably sure of a 
fair crop; second, in the Red river 
valley there is an insuQlcient. number 
of cows within reasonable distance to 
make a creamery successful. The pas- 
ture lands are not accessible to many, 
and the scarcity of help must be taken 
into account. That considerable inter- 
est Is shown In dairying is proved by 
the fact that over 700 hand separators 
were sold in North Dakota duriug the 
past season. Most creameries in this 
state are run on the combination plan 
—that is, they receive both milk and 
cream. 
The large immigration the 


past two years from Iowa and Illinois 
Is already having a noticeable effect 
on the dairy industry and will un- 
doubtedly tell largely in the nest few 
years.

caring for milk, we are sorry to say, Is 
very much neglected by some farmers. 
Often this neglect is due to lack of 
proper thought on the part of the farm- 
er or. dairyman rather than to willful 
neglect, but we cannot say that this is 
excusable.—-Dairy and Creamery.
